ROMERO ON SILVER, 


Mexico’s Minister Discusses the Recent 
Change in Sentiment. 
Washington, February 25.—Important in- 
formation as to the present international 
monetary question is derived from Signor 
Lomero, the Mexican minister to the United 

States. 

In response to inquiries from a represen- 
tative of the Southern Associated Press, 
who called his attention to the published 
Statements that England, Germany and 
I'ranee were about to take the initiative 
in calling a new monetary conference to 
consider the silver question, Mr. Romero 
said: 

“The secretary of the treasury of the 
Mexican government informed me by a per- 
sonal letter dated January 19, 18%, that, ac- 
cording to private advices, the German gov- 
ernment was leaning towards a policy re- 
garding silver which would prove favorable 
to that metal, and that it was almost sure 
that the internatidnal conference would 
convene again with better chances of fa- 
vorable results. As long as the United 
States or any of the commercial nations of 
Europe take steps to promote the inter- 
ests of silver, it becomes the Latin-Ameri- 
can nations using that metal as money to 
keep in the back ground and follow the 
lead of others. 

Situation of the Silwer States. 

“But if the information should prove in- 
correct, the sttuation of the states using 
Silver as money becomes so different that 
they will have to take the question into 
their own hand> and come to some condclu- 
sion as far as they are able to do so with 
a view to prevent a further decline in the 
price of silver, and to awaken the interest 
of the financial world on the subject. It 
is likely that some of those nations will con- 
vene a conference of the states using silver 
as money among which all the Latin-Amer- 
ican states will be included, as well as some 
of the eastern nations, in order to study the 


EVIDENTLY THE PRESIDENT IS MAD 


After He Assures Wall Street That the 
Seigniorage Would Not Be Coined, 
Bland Upsets Everything. 


Washington, February 25—If any doubts 
have heretofore been entertained as to 
the president’s attitude on the silver seig- 
niorage question those doubts seem to 
have been entirely removed by a conversa- 
tion had with the president just before his 
departure for North Carolina. 

It is positively stated that one principal 
source of the disgruntlement which led 
the president to seek relief in this trip 
in the face of a spell of unusually § in- 
clement and threatening weather, was 
the continued effort tn the house to re- 
vive the silver agitation by the Bland bill 
for the coinage of the silver seigniorage. 
From those who have recently spoken to 
the president on the subject this informa- 
tion is derived. 

When the bond issue was det2rmined upon 
for the purpose of relieving the treasury 
from financial embarrassment it was for 
the very purpose of avoiding the necessity 
for the coinage of the silver seigniorage. 

Waated Nothing but Gord. 

If the administration had seen its way 
clear to the coinage of the seigniorage it 
could have raised as much money that way 
as by the bond issue without increasing 
the public debt or the annual interest 
thereon. But the money the president 
wanted was gold, not silver. It is generally 
understood that Secretary Carlisle on his 
visit to New York to encourage the sub- 
scriptions to the bonds gave assurances, 
either in his official or personal capacity, 
that what the administration was and would 
be opposed to was the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage. 

Wall Street Was Assured. 

Up to that point the subscriptions to the 
bonds had lagged. When all the bonds 
were subscribed for, but before the money 
was paid, intimations were received here 
from New York that if there was any 
prospect that the silver seigniorage bill, 
then emerging from the house committee, 
would become a law some of the largest 
subscribers to the bonds would refuse to 
take them. 

It was then that Secretary Carlisle, it is 
said, reiterated his opposition to the silver 
seigniorage bill, both in the newspapers

Berlin, February 25.—(Copyright, 1894, by 
the United Press.)—The slow progress of 
the reichstag committee in examining the 
budget proposals makes it evident that 
nothing except the bourse tax will be set- 
tled before the Easter holidays. 

The government newspaper organs, fore- 
seeing the reduction on the proposed to- 
bacco tariff, declare that any deficit in the 
estimates from this source will be met 
with a duty on alcohol. This declaration 
has not contributed to soothe the inclina- 
tions of the reichstag to resist the gov- 
ernment demards. Altogether, the week 
opens doubtfully for Chancellor von Ca- 
privi’s general policy. 

The spirit of opposition has been strength- 
ened by the successful curtailment of the 
army and the navy. First, 1,600,000 marks 
were struck off the Prussian commissioner's 
expenditures. Then the appropriation of 
1,127,000 marks asked for extensions of bar- 
racks was refused. At the same time many 
smaller items concerning officers’ resi- 
dences and storehouses were canceled. 

Economically Inclined. 

General Brousart von Schellendorff, war 
minister, justly charged the committee with 
canceling expenditures which were abso- 
lutely necessary to the comfort of the army, 
but the conservative committeemen merely 
replied that they meant to be economical 
throughout the budget debates. This inten- 
tion is an unwonted peculiarity of con- 
servative poticy. Hitherto the conservatives 
have been the readiest supporters of the 
army and navy. Now they are joining the 
radicals and social democrats in the de- 
mand for economy. The fact that the Rus- 
sian treaty Is pending perverts conserva- 
tive principles. 

Any form of opposition has been unac- 
ceptable to the conservatives. With the 
disposal of the treaty, their speedy return 
to their traditional allegiance to the gov- 
ernment may be expected. The agrarian 
conservative newspapers yesterday made 
their forecasts of the week’s debate on 
the Russian treaty. They do not accept

Been Badly Treated. 

New Brighton, Staten Island, February 25.

When Mr. Dun brought Mr. Wiman from 
Canada he was making little or nothing

As the Aquidaban advanced, the firing tn- 
creased. She returned the fire briskly an® 
was assisted by Fort Villegaignon, which 
turned on all its guns as the warship was 
passing through the narrows. 

The Aquidaban was struck with mang 
shells, but apparently did not suffer any 
serious damage. After getting outside she 
shelled the military school on the neck 
of the peninsula opposite Fort Santa Cruse 
Several shells fell in the city, but did n@ 
notable damage. 

An insurgent officer told the United Presg 
correspondent that the two insurgent ves- 
sels were going to Bahia to destroy the 
government fleet. The French steamship 
Portugal, which has just arrived: here, 
met the Republica and Aquidaban with 
two transports on their way to Bahia. 

They should arrive at that port by Feb. 
ruary 24th. 

Admiral da Gama, with 500 men, is hold- 
ing the bay and five islands against the 
government’s 10,000 men. The officers of 
the United States cruiser Detroit report 
that the government is winning ground 
slowly in the southern provinces.

Silver Countries Mast Stand Together. 

Mr. Romero’s views on this matter are 
shared by the diplomatic representatives of 
other Latin-American countries. It- is 
pointed out as a hopeful sign that the Ger- 
man government already has a committee 
considering the subject over which the sec- 
retary -of the imperial treasury presides. 
Among the questions presented to that com- 
mittee were those of keeping stable the 
price of silver and the best basis for an 
agreement of nations on the subejct. The 
changed attitude Of the European nations, 
it is suggested, may be due to the fact 
that the Latin nations are seriously con- 
sidering the probable effect of concerted 
effort oft their part for the purpose of de- 
fending silver. It has been pointed out that 
theSe countries are getting tired of paying 
12 per cent interest on their bonds, in- 
stead of 6 per cent, and that they were de- 
termifred upon radical measures to resist 
absolutely a further increase in the rate of 
interest which would be caused by a further 
fall in silver.

For two weeks, Mr. Bland has unavailing- 
ly striven to bring a majority of the house 
of representatives to the support of his bill 
to coin the seigniorage of the silver bullion 
in the treasury, or, at least, to induce a 
majority to vote on the question of closing 
debate on the measure, and thus bring it 
before the house for disposition. 


Bland Is in a Fighting Mood. 

Mr. Bland says that tMe struggle will be 
kept up until the bill, shall be voted on, if 
it takes all summer. An impression pre- 
vails that the necessary and long desired 
quorum will manifest itself tomorrow or 
Tuesday, but when that shall occur, the 
fate of the bill will still be undecided. 

A prominent member, who has not taken 
an active part in the controversy over the 
bill, but who has voted to consider it, said 
this evening: ‘I very much doubt that the 
pill will be passed, even if a quorum be se- 
cured to act upon it. 

Some Changes Suggested. 

“In my opinion, it certainly will not be 
until it is radically changed. If the repub- 
licans will vote with the democrats who are 
opposed to the bill in its present form, it 
can be shorn of its most objectionable feat- 
ures. The first section can be changed s0 
as to permit the issue of certificates against 
the seigniorage only so fast as it shall be 
coined. With the present mint facilities, 
this would amount to about $2,000,000 a 
month, distributing the Issue over a period 
of nearly two and a half years. And the 
second section can be stricken out alto- 
gether. The proposition to incorporate au- 
thority to issué bonds in the bill will not 
be adopted. With the changes suggested, 
the bill will probably be passed, but not 
otherwise.” 

The republican programme seems to be 
to filibuster against the measure even after

Thne-opinion of the empe- 
ror’s outrage shows that he considers the 
commercial treaty the wedge which is like- 
ly to split the Franco-Russian alliance. 
The tone of the Russian press certainly 
favors such an opinion, for the Moscow 
and St. Petersburg journals reveal clearly 
the growing reaction of popular feeling in 
Germany’s favor. How far this reaction 
in Russia’s foreign poticy will go depends 
upon Emperor Willlam and the czar, to 
whose personal influence is entirely due the 
cessation of the tariff war. 


More Vigorous Action Desired. 


Although the foreign officers did not ex- 
pect at any time that the British govern- 
ment would take a decided step toward 
an international measure to keep out an- 
archism, something beyond a mere ex- 
change of information by the police was 
desired. 

Home Secretary’s Asquith’s declaration in 
the British commons last Monday that the 
government did not favor a more radical 
policy than this has stopped the progress 
of the informal representations initiated by 
Spain. 

These republicans aimed at close inter- 
national co-operation against anarchists and 
they were received favorably by France, 
Austria, Hungary and Italy. The German 
government would be better satisfied with 
England's attitude if the English police 
were more efficient in aiding the forces in 
the continental capitals. 

The Post advocates an. international 
agreement, which shall. include measures 
against socialists as the fathers of anar- 
chism. The National Zeitung assails the 
Gladstone cabinet which, it says, shows 
tender consideration for the anarchists and 
deference to the socialist labor vote at the 
next general election. Popular feeling, 
however, does not go to the extreme of 
placing socialism and anarchism on the 
Same plane.

DesMoines, lowa, February 25.—General 
Master Workman Sovereign, of the Knights 
of Labor, addressed a meeting of railway 
employes here this afternoon, and took oc- 
casion to denounce Judge Jenkins in scath- 
ing terms, at the same time announcing his 
intention to violate the Northern Pacific in- 
junction. Among other things, Mr. Sovereign 
said: ‘“‘This is the first time the flag of 
treason has floated over the United States 
treasury. For the first time in the history 
of the country, patronage has been doled 
out to get an unfit man confirmed as judge 
of the supreme court. For the first time in 
the history of the country, laboring men 
have been ordered by the courts to keep 
their mouths shut under penalty of being 
sent to jail. 

“T do not want to get into trouble with 
the courts—the penalty is $5,000 fine and 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for six 
months. Judge Jenkins, of Milwaukee, is- 
sued this order, which is a disgrace. I have 
been enjoined from talking to the men of 
this road about their troubles. I will go to 
Minneapolis Monday, and Wednesday I 
will address a meeting of Northern Pacific 
employes at St. Paul. Just as sure as there 
is a God in heaven, I will violate the in- 
junction. 

“Who is Judge Jenkins, anyway? He is 
but a tool; a man whose soul was intend- 
ed for hades.”’ 

These sentiments were received with in- 
tense applause.

“A man’s Wiztiom-maketh¢his: face 
to shine and the boldness of his face shall 
be changed,” or as it may be rendered, ‘‘the 
ecurness of his ta¢e. shail be stveetened.”

the face is decided by the character of the 
gou:. The maim features cf our countenance 
were decided by the Almighty, and we 
cannot change them; but under God we de- 
cide whcther we shall have countenances, 
benignant or baleful, sour or sweet, wrath- 
ful or genial, benevolent or mean, honest or 
gcoundrelly, impudent cr modest, cour- 
aKeEOUsS or cowardly, frank or sneaking.

goed or bad. Our first impression of a man 
or woman is generally the accurate impres- 
sion. You at the first glance make up 
your mind that some man is unworthy of 
your friendship, but afterwards by circum- 
etances being put into intimate 
association with him, you come 
to like him and trust him. Yet. stay 
with him long enough, and you will be 
compelled to return to vyour original esti- 
mate of his chiracter, but it will be after 
he has cheated you out of é¢verything he 
could lay his hands _ on. as ee 
Ged'’s mercy that we have _ these 
outside indices of character. Phren- 
ology is one index, and while it may 
be carried to an absurd extent, there is no 
doubt that you can judge somewhat of a 
nan’s character by the shape of his head. 
is another index, and while it 
be carried into the fanciful necroman- 
tic, there is no doubt that certain lines 
in the paim of the hand are indicative of 
mental and moral traits. Physiognomy is 
another index, and while the contour of 
the human face may sometimes mislead us, 
we can generally, after looking into the 
eye and noticing the curl of the lip, and the 
epread of the nostril, and the correllation of 
all the features, come to a right estimate of 
@ man’s character. If it were not so how 
would we know whom to trust and whom 
to avoid? Whether we will or not, physi- 
@®znomy decides a thousand things in com- 
mercial end financial, and social, and re- 
ligious domains. From one lid of the Bible 
to the other there is no science so recogniz- 
ed as that of physiognomy, and nothing 
more thoroughly taken for granted than 
the power of the soul to transfigure the 
face. The Bible speaks of “the face of 
God,” the ‘face of Jesus Christ,’’ the “face 
of Esau,”’ the “face of Israel,’”’ the “‘face of 
Job."’ the “face of the old van,’” the 
ehining ‘‘face of Moses,’ the wrathful “face 
of Pharoah,’’ the ashes on the-face of hu- 
miiliation, the ressurectionary staff on the 
face of the dead ehild, the 
hypocrites disfiguring their face, 
and in my text the Bible declares: 
“A man’s wisdom maketh his face to shine 
mnd the sourness of his face shall be gsweet- 
ened.” If the Bible has so much to say 
gebout physiognomy, we do not wonder that 
the world has made it a study..from the 
early ages. in vain the English parlia- 
ment in the time of George IJ. orderéd 
publicly whipped and imprisoned those who 
etudied physiognomy.

Now, my text suggests how we may, in- 
dependent of featurcs, make ourselves 
agreeable: “A man’s wisdom maketh his 
face to shine and the sourness of his face 
shall be sweetened.’’

And ‘now i am going to teil you of some of 
thé chisels that work for the disfiguration 
cr irradiation of the human countenance. 
One of the sharpest and most destructive of 
these chisels of the countenance is cynic- 
ism. That sours the disposition and then 
sours the face, It gives a contemptuous curl 
to the lip. It draws down the ‘corners of the 
mouth and inflates the nostril as with a 
malodor. What David said in haste they 
cay in their Geliberation: ‘All men are 
liars;’’ everything is going to ruin: All men 
and women are bad, or geing to be. So- 
ciety and the church are on the down grade. 
Tell them of an act of benevolence, and 
they say he gave that to advertise himself. 
They do net like the present fashion of 
hats for women, or of the coats for men. 
They. are opposed to. the administration, 
municipal, and state, and national. Some- 
how, food dees not taste as it used to, and 
they wonder why there are no poets, or 
orators, or preachers as when they were 
boys. Even Solemon, one of the wisest, 
and, at one time, one of the worst men, 
falls in the pessimistic mood, and cries out 
in the twenty-first chapter of Proverbs, 
‘Who can find a virtuous woman?’ If he 
had behaved himself better and kept in good 
associations, he would have not written that 
interrogation point applying the scarcity of 
rood womanhood. Cynicism, if a habit, as 
‘tis with tens of thousands of people, writes 
itself all over the features; hence so many 
all up and down the street, 
ehurch and the world.

I do not 
care what your features are or whether 
you look like your father, or your mother, 
or look like no one under the heavens—to 
God and man you are beautiful. Michael 
Angelo, the sculptor, visiting Florence, some 
one showed him in a yard a piece of marble 
that was so shapeless H seemed of no use, 
and Angelo was asked if he could make 
anything out of it, and if so was told he 
could own it. The artist took the marble, 
and for nine months shut himself up to 
work, first trying to make of it a statue of 
David with his foot on Goliath, but the mar- 
ble was not quite long enough at the base 
to make the prostrate form of the giant, 
and so the artist fashioned the .marble 
into another figure that is to be famous 
for all time because of its expressiveness. 
A critic came in and was asked by Angelo 
for his criticism, and he said it was beauti- 
ful, but the nose.of the statue was not of 
the right shape. Angelo picked up from the 
floor some sand and tossed it about the 
face of the. statue, pretending he was using 
his chisel to make the improvement sug- 
gested by the critic. ‘“‘What do you think 
of it now?” said the artist. ‘“‘Wonderfully 
improved,” said the critic. ‘‘Well,”’ said the 
artist, “I have not changed it at all.’’ My 
friends, ~the grace of God comes to the 
heart of a man or woman and then at- 
tempts to chenge a forbidding and prejudi- 
cial face into attractivemess. Perhaps the 
face is most unpromising for the Divine 
Sculptor. But having. changed the heart 
it begins to work on the countenance with 
celestial chisel, and fitto all the lineaments 
of the face puts a gladness and an expecta- 
tion that changes it from glory to glory, 
and though earthly eriticism may disap- 
prove of this or that in the appearance of 
the face, Christ says tf the newly created 
countenance that which Pilaté said of Him 
“Behold the man!’’

This spirit having 
taken possession of the heart it encarips 
seven devils under the eyebrows. It puts 
eruelty into the compression of the lips. 
You can tell from the man’s looks that he 
is pursuing some one and trying to get even 
with him. There are suggéstions of Nero, 
and Robespierre, and Diocletian, and thumb- 
screws and racks all up and down the feat- 
ures. Infernal artists with murderers’ dag- 
gers have been cutting away at that vis- 
The revengeful. heart has built its 
perdition .n the revengeful countenance. 
Disfiguration of diabolic passion!

a mouse, When Abraham. Lincoln par- 
'-doned a. young soldier at the request of his 
mother, the méther went down the stairs 
of the white house saying, ‘“‘They have lied 


the handsomest man I ever saw.” All over 
thet president’s rugged faee was written 
the kindness which he so well illustrated 
when he said; ‘‘Some of our generals com- 
plained that I impair d4i8cipline and sub- 
ordination in the army by my pardons and 
respites, but it makes me rested after a 
} hard day’s work if I can find a good excuse 

for saving a man’s life and go to bed hap- 

pier as I think how joyous the signing of 
|} my name will make him and his family.” 

Kindness! Ht makes the face to shine while 
life lasts, and after death puts a summer 
sunset. betWeen the still lips and the 
smoothed hair, that makes me say some- 


times at obsequies, “She seems too beauti- 


ful to bury.” 

But here comes another chisel, and its 
name is hypocrisy. Christ with one terri- 
ble stroke in his sermon on the mount 
described this character: “‘When we fast 
be not as the hypocrites, of a sad coun- 
tenance; for they disfigure their faces that 
they may appear unto men to fast.” Hy- 
pocrisy having taken possession of the soul 
it immediately appears ir the countenance. 
Hypocrites are always solemn. They carry 
several country graveyards in their faces. 
They are tearful when there is nothing to 
cry about, and in their prayers they catch 
for their breath, and have such general 
dolefulness that they disgust young people 
With religion. We had one of them in one 
of my churches. When. he exhorted he 
always deplored the low state of religion 
in other people, and when he prayed it was 
an attack of hysteria, and he went into a 
paroxysem of ohs and ahs that seemed to 
demand resuscitation. He went on in that 
way until we had to expel him from 
church for stealing the property entrusted 
to him as administrator, and for other vices 
that I will not mention, and he wrote me 
several letters not at all complimentary 
from the west saying that he was daily 
praying fer my everlasting destruction. 
A man cannot have hypocrisy in his heart 
without somehow showing it In his face. 
All intelligent people who witness it know 
it is nothing but a dramatization. 

Here comes another chisel, and that be- 
longs to the old-fashioned religion. It first 
takes possession of the whole soul, washing 
out its sins by the blood of the Lamb and 
starting heaven right there and then. This 
done, deep down in the heart Religion says: 
“Now let me go up into the windows sgl 
front gate of the face and set up some 
signal that IT have taken possession of this 
castle. I will celebrate the victory by an 
illumination that no one can mistake. I 
have made this man happy and now I will 
-make him look happy. I will draw the cor- 
ners of his mouth as fgr up as they were 
drawn down. I will take the tontemptuous 
curl away from the lip and nostril. I will 
make his eyes flash and his cheeks glow at 
every mention of Christ and heaven. I will 
make even the wrinkles of his face look 
like furrows plowed for the harvests of joy. 
I will make what we call the ‘crow’s feet’ 
around his temples suggestive that the dove 
of peace has been alighting there.’’ There 
may be signs of trouble on that face, but 
they will be scars of campaigns won. 

*‘Now,”” says some one, “I know very good 
people who have no such religion in their 
faces.’’ My friend, the reason probably is 
that they wére not converted until late in 
life. Worldliness and sin had been at work 
with their chisels on that face for thirty 
or forty years, and grace, the divine 
sculptress, has been busy w:th her chisel 
only five or ten vears. Do not be surprised 
that Phidias and Greenough with their fine 
chisels cannot in a short while remove all 
the marks of the stonemason’s crowbar 
which has been busy there for a long while. 
T say to all the young, if you would have 
sympathetic face, hopeful’ face, courageous 
face, cheerful face, kind face, at the ear- 
liest possible moment, by the grace of God, 
have planted in your seul sympathy, and 
hope, and courage, and good cheer, and 
kindness. No man ever indulged a gracious 
feeling, or was moved by a righteous indig- 
nation, or was stirred by a benevolent im- 
pulse, but its effect was more or less indi- 
cated in the countenance: while David no- 
ticed the physiognomic effect of a bad dispo- 
sition when he said, “A wicked man harden- 
eth his face,’’ and Jeremiah must have no- 
ticed it when he said of the cruel, “They 
have made their faces harder than a rock.” 
Oh, the power of the human face! I war, 
rant that you have known faces so magnet- 
ic and: impressive that though they van- 
ished long ago they still hold you with a 
holy spell. How long since your child 
went? ‘‘Well,”” you say. “if she had lived 
she would have been ten years old now, 
or twenty, or thirty years.’’ Rut does not 
that infant face still have tender suprema- 
cy over your entire nature? During meny 
an eventide does it not look at vou? In 
your dreams do you not see it? What ia 
sanctifying, hallowing fnfluence it has be¢n 
in your life. You can say in the words of 
the poet: ‘‘Better to have loved and lost 
than ‘never to have loved at all.’”’ Or, it 
may have: been a sister’s face. Perhaps 
she was the invalid of the family. Perhaps 
she never went out except on very clear 
days, and then she had to be carried down 
the stairs to the piazza, or for a short ride, 
but she was so patient and: cheerful under 
it all. As that face looks at you through 
the years with what an elevated and heav- 
enly emotion you are filled. Or, was it a 
father’s face? The storms of life had 
somewhat roughened it. A good deal of the 
brightness. of the éye had been quenched, 
and the ear was turned with the hand be- 
‘hind it fn order to hear at all. But you 
remember that face so vividly that if you 
were an artist you could put it on canvass, 
and it Would mé@an to you more than any 
face that Rembrandt ever sketched. That 
face, though long ago veiled from human 
Sight, is as plain in your memory as though 
you this moment saw it moving gently for- 
ward and backward in the rocking chair 
by the stove in the old farmhouse. Or 
was it your mother’s face? A good moth- 
ers face is never homely to her boys and 
girls. It is a Madonna in the picture gal- 
lery of the memory. What a sympathetic 
face it was!. Did you ever have a joy and 
that face did not respond te it? Did you 
ever have a grief and no tears trickled 
down that maternab cheek? Did you ever 
do a bad thing and a shadow did not cross 
it? Oh, it was a sweet face! The spectacles 
With large, round glasses throuch which 
she looked at you, how sacredly they have 
ron paws in bureau or closet! Your moth- 

rs face, your mother’s smile, your m - 
er’s tears! What an overpowerine wa a 
Though you have come on to mid-life, or old 
age, how you would like just once more to 
poi your face in her lap and have a good 

ame I can a you of a more 
and more tender and more loving fac :

I can and I 
will, It is the face of Jesus Christ as he 
Was On €arth oud is now in heaven. When 
preparing my Life of Christ, entitled “Krom 
Manger to Throne,” I ransacked the art 
galleries and portfolios of the world to find 
a picture of our Savior’s face that might 
be most expressive. and I saw it as Frah- 
ceseo Francia painted it in the sixteenth 
century, and as the emerald intaglio of the 
Sixth century presented, and as a freseo in 
the catacombs near Rome preserved it and 
as Leonardo Da Vinci showed it in “The 
Last Supper,’’ and I looked in the Louvre

BLOWN ON A REEF BY THE GALE 


Thé Rescuing Party Had a Hard Time - 


bat Succeeded in Getting All 
Ashore in Sa‘ety. 


Savannah, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)— 
The British bark Mary E. Chapman, of St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, in ballast from Rot- 
terdam for Tybee roads, was blown ashore 
on Storie Horse reef, near the southern end 
of Tybee island, last night about 7 o’ clock, 
and is now a total wreck. Captain Thomas 
Kyffin and his wife and crew who were 
aboard, experienced many hardships b¢- 
fore they were rescued. 

The bark had been anchored off Tybee 
since Friday. The weather Was so bad 
that she could not get into the roads. Yes- 
terday afternoon she began to drag her 
anchors and drifted rapidly towards the 
south. The men were unable to get up the 
sails and the bark was blown upon the reef. 
The mast was cut away and the pumps 
were kept at work. This morning the tug 
Cynthia went down to the rescue. Two 
men started to the bark in a boat. The 
boat capsized and they were picked up by 
the tug. The rescue was about to be given 
up when Dr. Graham, who was aboard, de- 
termined to take the sailors off the bark. He 
went over in a boat and brought bata. Wo 
boat lodds of sailors. Mrs. Kyffin, at the 
time of the wreck, was confined to her bed, 
her child being but nine days old. She held 
up well under the hardship and exposure 
to the severe weather, and with her child 
was carried ashore in a yawl by some of 
the sailors. The entire crew of eleven sail- 
ors, captain and Mrs. Kyffin and their little 
child were saved. The captain was sepa- 
rated from his wife and child and did not 
find her until tonight, he having been picked 
up by the tug. The captain and his wife 
and child are at Tybee, but the rest of the 
crew came up to the city today. The Chap- 
man was 700 tons burden and had been 
chartered by Patterson, Downing & Co. to 
take a cargo of rosin to Europe.

A special from Gadsden says that another 
rich mineral find is reported between Gads- 
den and Anniston, Ala. It is situated not 
far from the old Draper shaft, which was 
sunk long years ago and most decided veins 
of silver, bauxite, baryta, kaolin and lead, 
in paying quantities, have been unearthed 
from an old shaft supposed to have been 
sunk about the time of the working of the 
Draper mines, and determined by the par- 
ties or party the deposits were of too rich 
a character ior the government to draw 
from alone.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Circular. 


NEW YORK, February 24.~Today ends 
the most depressing week that the cotton 
market has known for a long time. The 
movement, though somewhat larger than 
was expected, has not been excessive and 
Liverpool has followed rather than led 
our decline, but the continuous Selling out 
by the bulls day after day all involved 
larger offerings than buyers cared to take 
and the forced liquidation of March con- 
tracts Was the last feature of the broke and 
overweighted market. The ‘opening today 
was only a point or two lower than yester- 
day’s closing, and the first sale of May be- 
ing at 7.52 for a time, the tone was steady 
and May rallied to 7.54, but after some of 
the shorts had covered the buying power 
seemed exhausted and prices gradualiy gave 
way until May had declined 10 points from 
the highest. The close was weak with 7.44 
bid for May. The unprecedented fal? in 
silver, the uncertain and diseouraging as- 
pect of trade, the delay of tariff legislation 
in congress and the lingering doubt whether 
the crop may not turn out to be larger 
than has been expected have all helped to 


lower the price of cotton; but the Sharp 
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of the last few days has, we think, 
Stee mines largely due to the overbought 
conditién of the market than_all the other 
causes combined. The tremendous liquida- 
tion that has taken place has certainly 
lightened the load that has the chief ob- 
ject in the way a healthy 
and lasting improvement, whether 
there is still any considerable 
amount of cotton held upon _ slender 
margins that is liable to be thrown upon 
the market, is of course uncertain, but 
whenever the last of weak longs have sold 
out there ought certainly to be an advance, 
and perhaps a sudden and very sharp one. 
The amount of cotton that haS come into 
sight this week is about 11,000 bales less 
than during the corresponding week last 
year, but the disparity should greatly in- 
crease if the anticipations of short crop 
men are to be realized.

Thomasville, Ga., February 25.—(Special.)

The coroner held an inquest this morning 
over the body of Kennedy, the negro kill- 
ed by the sheriff’s posse. The verdict was 
that “the deceased came to his death from 
the effects of gunshot wounds in the hands 
of the sheriff’s posse, and we further find 
it justifiable.”

But the plain truth of the business is 
that Josiah’s defense is worse than Aber- 
ham’s attack. Aberham, at least implied 
in his criticisms that the southern dem- 
ocrats intended to stand by the princi- 
ples of the platform, but Josiah rises 
and declares, in effeet, hat they are all 
na set of doughfaces, and that they will 
do nothing that fails to receive the en- 
dorsement of the eastern plutocrats. 

If Josiah’s defense means anything it 
means that the southern democrats in 
Washington will join with the eastern 
contingent and the republicans to pre- 
vent the restoration of silver to its old 
plice as a money standard. 

We would rather believe that Aber- 
ham’s attack is justified than that Jo- 
siah’s defense is true. If Josiah is right 
the southern democrats in congress are 
a set of doughfaces and trimmers, and 
we are not ready to believe that. 
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Not Like Atlanta. 

The ears of some of the Consolidated 
electric lines were hung up all yesterday 
on account of the snow, though not more 
than two or three inches covered the 
tracks Saturday night.

The tracks shonld 
he eleared today, and the work should 
be begun at once and pushed in earnest.

Sumter and other counties have been 
shipping home-raised stock to Chicago, 
and not on a small seale, either, and it 
is an additional evidence of prosperity 
to know that these shipments have not 
depleted home industries, but that there 
is plenty and to spare. 

What the town of Tifton is accom- 
plishing with one well sustained enter- 
prise of the character mentioned above 
other towns can accomplish also, and it 
is gratifying to note the interest which 
is everywhere manifested in enterprises 
that encourage the raising of home sup- 
plies on a larger scale than has been 
vet attempted. The citizens of the town 
of Franklin are now working for a cot- 
ton mill to be loeated in the center of 
Heard county, and eanning factories are 
spoken of for a dozen or more towns not 
heretofore interested in such enterprises. 

The people are working on the right 
lines now. Tf they will but “keep the 
saw in the log” they will reap a golden 
harvest which will add greatly to their 
material prosperity. 
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A Literary Campaign. 

Mr. Hamlin Garland has been con- 
ducting & vigorous campaign against the 
eastern editors of magazines and castern 
publishers. In this campaign he is sup- 
posed to champion the cause of the wri- 
ters of the great west, who have’ fared 
but hadly, according to Mr. Garland’s 
account, at the literary gatherings of the 
east, 

Mr. Garland uses plain talk, and 
“speaks out in meeting.” He is in favor 
of the emancipation of western literature 
from the thralldom of the east, but, all 
things considered, if is doubtful if Mr. 
Garland’s cumpaign will amount to 
much. 

A writer in The Library Record, pub- 
lished at St. Joseph, Mo., who has made 
a study of literature as it is in the west, 
clearly demonstrates that Mr. Garland 
has espoused what, under the present 
state of affairs, is a hopeless cause He 
shows that the course of literature in 
the great western cities does not run as 
smoothiy as a railroad, for the reason 
that the people there are too concerned 
with weights and measures and the ae- 
cumulation of wealth to give it the at- 
tention necessary to its growth. 

In other words, the west. like the 
south, does not give its authors that sub- 
stantial recognition which would make 
them independent, if so they desired to 
be, of the much-abused editors’ of the 
east, Chieago, with all its boasted fond- 
ness for letters, dees not support a first- 
class magazine; venture after venture 
in that line has failed; publishing houses 
that patronized home talent have gone 
to the wall, and those that remain offer 
little inducement for the production of 
first-class literary work. 

What, then, must authors do? The 
east offers a market for thei $; 
they go there, and siiaiiinen : ‘eve 
spubbed. To this snubbing Mr. Garland 
objects. But what remedy ? 

The future only can «Answer. But 
bere is the point: Mr. Garland is ahead 
of the times with his ernsade: the west, 
according to the hest authorities, is not 
ripe for it; it is toé greatly given over 
to buying and selling and building to 


stand up for its literature and strike the | 
| alleged shackles from the hands of its 


authors; it has. the opportunity, but not 
the will. The authors must, therefore, 
take what they get or—nothing. 

But there is no objection to Mr. Gar- 
land's prodding the eastern editors with 
his pen. They deserve it—many of them 
—and it ean do no harm. If the warfare 
in which he is engaged will awaken a 
larger interest in literature in the west 
and elsewhere and help on the establish- 
ment of enterprises to foster that litera- 
ture, well and good. But such an, ac- 
complishment is, for the present, a mat- 
ter of grave doubt. The eastern editors 
hold the trump ecards at this writing. 
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In spite of Josiah Patterson’s remarks in 
New York, there is now talk of a free coin- 
age bill in congress. Owing, however, to 
Mr. Bland’s bad temper, it is probable that 
very few democrats would vote for it.

are comfortably appointed and reflect his 
individual tastes. When in pursuit of his 
profession he may be found seated in the 
depths of a luxurious chair, his feet ap- 
propriately mounted. His hands are clasped 
above his head and his eyes are idly fol- 
lowing the ascending rings of smoke that 
he has just blown from his parted lips. 
He is now at his hardest work. Afterward 
to rouse himself, scratch rapidly a few lines 
on a blank sheet or jot down some mem- 
orada is the work of a few hasty moments, 
His real task has been accomplished. The 
bell rings and a busy man is ushered in. 
“Anything new this morning? What have 
you today in the way of ideas?’ The 
idealist presents his memoranda, his hasty 
lines, with a few explanatory words, to his 
client. The client may be an artist, he may 
be an editor. An idealist who has an in- 
stinct for business has a half dozen clients 
in his mind, and is pretty sure to have 
worked out something in the line of each 
man’s wants from the depths of his easy 
chair. The idealist furnishes a large pro- 
portion of the ideas that appear as cartoons 
in the daily papers, and that are subse- 
quently worked up by artists for the comic 
papers. For these he receives from $5 to 
$i5 each. If he is a clever man in his pro- 
fession he makes a comfortable income at 
apparently smail wear and tear- to his 
clothes or physical frame. But it follows 
that he must be well informed and in every 
way up to date. The profession of idealist 
is commended to women. It is not only for 
political cartoons and comic pictures that 
ideas are wanted and may be made sala- 
ble.’’

The Charitable Association Gives Ald 


Where It In Needed. 

If there js anything on which Atlanta 
Specially prides herself it is helping her 
poor when severe Visitations ‘of the ele- 
ments bring them to the peint of suffering. 

The mild weather of the winter up to 
this time has been in the nature of a bless- 
ing to the poor, but on Saturday night 
when the sleet began to pile up on the streets 
and in the fence corners the natural thougnt 
of every one was for the unfortunates who 
are unable to provide against such attacks 
from the elements. The belated throngs 
that finished their day's labor and went 
Slipping home\-;ard would involuntarily con- 
sider the subject as they trudged along 
toward warm. happy houses. And@ yesterday 
morning when they looked out to see the 
earth covered with the frozen visitor they 
would have had a public meeting to de- 
vise ways and means for relieving distress 
if it had not been the Sabbath. 

This fall of sleet and snow will carry 
suffering to many a home in Atlanta, but 
the good people will see to it. that any 
suffering resulting from it will be of short 
duration. 


A Charitable Association. 


It was perfectly natural that the Atlanta 
Charitible Association would expect to be 
called upon very heavily under the eircum- 
Stances and a reporter called at the res- 
idence of Dr. J wD. Turner, the president of 
the association, to ascertain to what ex- 
tent the suffering had manifested itself 
among the poor and what was being done. 
The reporter was met by Mrs. Turner, who 
said: “Dr. Turner is confined to his bed 
and is quite ill. He cannot see visitors, but 
he has given full instructions to the super- 
intendent at the office, who will furnish 
you with all the information necessary.” 

The reporter called at the office of the 
association, 51 East Hunter street, and had 
a talk with Mr. W. W. Turner, the super- 
intendent. 

The Mayor Acta, 

Mr. Turner was busily engaged in pre- 
paring relief squads to visit the various 
sections of the city so as to get prompt 
service and speedy results. He said: 

“I was notified by Jor. Turner, the pres- 
ident, this morning that Mayor Goodwin 
had communicated with him on this sub- 
ject. The mayor notified him that the city 
would sustain him in anything he did to 
reach the destitute and _ suffering. Dr. 
Turner's message to me is: ‘Spare neither 
expense nor labor in relieving the suffering 
poor.’ I have organized :four squads and 
they are now at work in the suffering 
districts distributing fuel to those who are 
without fire. 

The Wagzens Distribute. 

‘“T have two or three wagons with each 
squad loaded with wood and coal. 

“They are circulating in the sections in- 
habited largely by the class of people we 
have to help. It being Sunday, I had no 
opportunity of providing the teams with 
provisions, but I was fortunate in obtaining 
fuel. I have given them instructions to 
leave fuel at any place where they find 
people without fire. 1 am waiting just now 
to go out with some teams that are loading 
to go into a quarter of the city as yet not 
reached.”’ 

“Do you intend to distribute extensively 
today ?”’ 

‘The object in having the teams out to- 
day is to reach the very destitute who can- 
not wait until Monday. Ii I can get suff- 
cient fuel to them today to relieve their 
suffering until tomorrow I will be able 
to handle the work satisfactorily then. 
Tomorrow morning I will have a corps 
of able assistants here and the association 
will be equipped to reach every house in 
Atlanta where suffering exists. There 1s 
no occasion for any outside efforts at all. 
Our records here tell us who the unfortu- 
nates are. but even if it should be some one 
we never heard of before, there will be no 
occasion for such person to remain in O'Ss- 
tress longer than it takes us to get sSome- 

in to them. 
wer? 3 the charitably inclined feel disposed 
to raise any fund for the poor now, the 
best disposition 1 know is that it be turn- 
ed over to the association. This work is 
so systematized that we can reach any 
ease of suffering on short notice and the 
people of Atlanta have in this association 
the means of relieving distress in a quick, 
business-like, orderly manner. It is not 
handicapped in the least by the extraordi- 
nary weather, the increased suffering oc- 
casioned thereby does not find it incapable 
of meeting the demands and, in fact, we 
are equipped now for just such a spell of 
weather, having been preparing for it all 
the winter. The occasion is very auspicious 
for the good people to make contributions, 
while the association is prepared to guar- 
antee a judicious expenditure of the same. 

Mr. Turner was calied upon last even- 
ing to ascertain the resultrof the day’s 
work among the poor. He said: 

“The gentlemen who have been out today 
report. great suffering in. many instances. 
Families were found who had not even a 
spark of fire, while many. were found hov- 
ering over a few eals. Every one who 
was found today without fire was supplied 
with fuel. 1 do n6t pretend to say that 
the entire eitvy was covered.and every. .one 
in distress relieved. That would be utterly 
impossible in one day’s work, but there 
is one thing absolutely certain—there is a 
good, warm fire in many a home in At- 
lania tonight where shivering children sath - 
ered around a cold fireside this morning.

A Stormy Day and Small Congrega- 

_ Hons—Two Morning Sermons. ~ 
Notwithstanding the inclement weather, 
* number of the faithful Methodists econ- 
gregated within Trinity’s portals to listen 
to,the gospel expounded by the talented 
young minister, Rev. Henry B. Mays, yes- 
terday. _The subject was ‘Eve's Temptation 
in the Garden of Eden by the Devil in the 
Shape of a Serpent.” 

There can be no exemption from tempta- 
tion,”’ said the minister. “Our Holy Father 
permits satan to tempt mortals to sin in 
order to judge whether they are, or are 
not fit to be subjects oi Wis kingdom, With- 
out opportunity there is no way for man 
to exert his talents; without tempation, 
there is no method by which man may 
demonstrate his righteousness, Let us re- 
flect a moment on the tests that are given 
every object destined for the service of 
man, before it can, or is permitted to per- 
form its work. Every mechanical device, 
every intricate invention, every product of 
the master-minds in the mechanical world, 
must first be proven to be practicable be- 
fore it is of the slightest use. Every in- 
stitution that has been handed down 
through the ages had a beginning wherein 
it was tested and tried and proven before 
the world would accept it. 

“There was a time when despotism reign- 
ed undisturbed, and liberty was a word 
unknown to the struggling masses. But, 
following in the wake of Christianity, came 
a sentiment that demanded freedom of 
thought and action, and out of darkness of 
ages of thraldom emerged the pure, trans- 
parent light of liberty. Not, however, until 
blood flowed as freely ase the waters of the 
sea, was emancipation from the galling 
serfdom obtained. Those institutions that 
were abhorrent to humanity, or contrary 
to the belief of the people, or antagonistic 
to the commands of God, have never reach- 
ed a standpoint of stability, or found an 
abiding place in the hearts of the people. 

“Jewels that have the slightest flaw are 
valueless to the connoisseur. I:very gem, 
to be of any worth, must be submitted to 
a series of tests that prove its quality; if, 
after the trial, it is pure and unscathed it 
is then, and then only, worthy of the dia- 
dem of a queen. Christian lives are the 
radiant jewels of God's crown. No jewels 
may be placed there that has a flaw, or 
that has weakened under the searchlight of 
examination. To be worthy of the king- 
dom of God we must be able to withstand 
any and-all temptations which are sent to 
us. Temptations may not be God-sent, but 
they are God-approved. The ruler of the 
kingdom of darkness knows exactly by 
what tests and through what temptations 
he may best. succeed in gaining a mortal of 
this world and transpose him into a demon 
of hell. Each person is tempted differently, 
and each must make the strugg!e and prove 
his courage to do the right. We should 
not murmur at the temptation or complain 
of the ricor of the test, but by withstanding 
one temptation we become strengthened for 
the next trial. 

“Truth and Ged’s word are synonomous. 
Perfection and God's actions are parallel. 
God never does anything without a suffi- 
cient reason. He gave ws eyes that we 
might see, ears that we might hear and 
minds that we might understand and ob- 
ain knowledge. There are but two methods 
of obtaining knowledge: the right and the 
wrong. [f we listen to the persuasive 
tones of the imps of darkness we may ob- 
tain knowledge, but only the knowledge 
that is a death knell. a: we learn through 
the resistance of temptation to sin our 
understanding is of divine origin and clari- 
fied into the transparency of purity. The 
devil is supposed to we generous. If you 
yield to him there may seem to be a present 
reward.. But.a gift of satan once accepted 
is hard to mit away from you. The gifts 
of God, as rewards for the resistance of 
temptation sre more enduring, mgre bri!l- 
liant and more pure that the eternal snow 
on the heights of the Himalayas.”’

inspired prophets and apostles, many were 
not saved, but the fault was with the hear- 
}-ers, Therefore, we should consider how we 
ought to hear. ) , 

We should hear it with preparation, with- 
out any preoceupation trom other cares 
and thoughts, with sympathy, as it. was a 
spiritual truth it must be spiritually dis- 
eerned. -So we must exercise the secular 
spirit from our minds by reading and 
rayer. 

We must hear the word with earnest atten- 
tion, because it is God's word, and, because 
without it we cannot comprehend and bene- 
fit by its truths. True, these can only be 
discerned through the assistance of the 
holy spirit, but the holy spirit only re- 
veals them to us through our 
earnest efforts to, comprehend them. 

We must receive the truth with docility. 
This book is a revelation from God, what 
it says about ourselves, our -duties and 
destinies, God says, and we should take it 
with docility. Though many truths are 
not what we may have expected, yet we 
must accept-them, and though many may 
be beyond reason, none can be shown to 
pe against reason. We must acknowledge 
ignorance and come to it with humility, 
come without a predetermined creed that 
this Book may give us a creed. 

We must come with obedience. Merely 
hearing, or even approving the word will 
not benefit us, the only way we can be 
benefited by hear:ng God’s word is by do- 
ing God’s word.

Here 
is a copy of the letter: . 

“Cincinnati, O., February. 23, 1894.—Post- 
master of ‘Atlanta, ‘Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: I take the liberty of calling your 
attention to the very doubtful methods of 
doing business by the Elliott Telephone 
Company, of) your city. Enclosed you will 
find their letter, in which they boast of 
the fine recommendations given them !¢ 
the United States ‘postoffice authorities. I 
have deemed it best to put you on the 
Straight side of their honest (?) method of 
doing business. Enclosed also you will find 
the adyertisement of the Elliott company, 
which I have clipped from The American 
Field. I sent to the Elliott Telephone Com- 
pany a postoffice order for $4.50—the 50 cents 
for mailing—expecting, as they promised in 
their advertisement, to receive a telephone 
for my money. I received, however, nothing 
but two pieces of wood, a piece of leather 
and a copper wire a foot long. The whole 
affair, telephone, mailing case, copper wire, 
wood, and all are not worth 25 cents, On 
the enclosed card they agree to sell this 
set at actual cost, which is a downright 
Swindle. I think this is the reason they 
moved from Moorsville to Martinsville, Ind., 
and then to Atlanta. I think they are kept 
on the jump. After they get their hands 
on the money, they instruct the buyer to 
put the thing up, which means to cut holes 
in the buildings so that the wire does not 
touch anywhere. My $4 are gone, but I 
shall be satisfied if I can put a stop to 
such nefarious business, and prevent these 
scoundrels from swindling other people. I 
offered to return everything just as | re- 
ceived it, but I have never been able to 
receive a reply.

Persons from 
Barnesville who have called to see her 
state that the family there is prominent 


and respectable. 

Miss Bush has a number of relatives 
around Barnesville, but she has been living 
in Arkansas for the last three or four 
years—since the death of her parents. She 
spent a quiet and uneventful day yesterday, 
and if she continues to improve will be re- 
leased from the hospital today. She will go 
to Barnesville, at the request of her rela- 
tives.

Miss Bush was once in the service of Miss 
Prather, who in a card says of her: 

“Editor Constitution—I note in §Sun- 
day’s Constitution an account of the at- 
tempted suicide of Miss Vannie Bush, of 
Barnesville, Ga. Miss Bush was in my 
employ as a personal servant during the 
years 1892-93. She occupied the position of 
a lady’s companion in our household, not 
that of a menial in any sense. She had 
been carefully reared among self-respecting 
country people, always read her Bible and 
said her prayers night and morning, loved 
her church and was regular in her atten- 
dance there. She was invaluable to me. I 
am warmly attached to her and she would 
now be@safe with me instead of in her 
present dangerous position, but for the 
fact that during the past summer my own 
income was reduced from $1,200 to $800 and 
I could not longer afford to give her a home 
and wages.
